DISINFESTATION. 

Owing  to  the  very  small  number  of  cases  being  sent  for 
treatment  and  the  consequent  high  cost  per  patient,  the 
Council  has  discontinued  the  use  of  the  Centre  at  the  Barlby 
Depot,  and  has  made  arrangements  with  the  West  Riding 
County  Council  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  Scabies  at  the 
County  Institution  in  Selby. 

One  case  only  was  treated  during  the  year. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 


The  Water  Supply  of  the  District  is  obtained  from : — 

(a)  A neighbouring  Local  Authority; 

(b)  A Private  Water  Company; 

(c)  and  tO'  69  houses  from  a Deep  Box  Well  situate  on 
a Private  Estate. 


The  Water  supplied  by  the  Local  Authority  and  the 
Private  Water  Company  is  chlorinated. 


There  is  a degree  of  inadequate  Supply  of  Water  in  the 
Parish  of  Stillingfleet,  and  the  matter  is  under  consideration 
by  the  Council.

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Regarding  the  Supply  on  the  Private  Estate,  it  was  found 
during  the  year  that  the  quality  of  the  water  was  very  un- 
satisfactory. Attempts  to  effect  improvement  were  made  1 
the  cleaning  of  the  storage  tanks,  etc.,  and  some  degree  of 
improvement  was  obtained,  but  the  bacteriological  content 
remained  unsatisfactory.  The  owner  was  advised  tO'  instal 
a chlorination  plant,  and  this  has  been  carried  out  and  sub- 
sequent bacterological  examinations  have  proved  satisfactory.

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Squatters — Riccall  Airfield. 

During  the  time  of  the  disastrous  floods  in  March/April, 
1947,  a Rest  Centre  was  established  on  the  No.  1 (W.A.A.F.) 
Communal  Site,  Riccall  Airfield. 

When  the  Rest  Centre  ceased  to  operate,  a number  of 
families  from  Barlby  moved  in  as  “ squatters,”  since  then 
additional  families  from  Barlby  and  areas  outside  Derwent 
Rural  District  (Selby,  Bubwith,  Hull,  etc.)  have  entered, 
until  at  the  peak  period  of  September,  1948,  42  families  were 
in  occupation. 

An  adjoining  site  (No'.  5)  consisting  of  brick-built  hutments 
has  been  converted  into  19  dwellings,  each  with  a Living 
Room,  Scullery  and  two  or  three  Bedrooms,  mains  water 
supply  and  Sink,  Cooking  Range  and  a Water  Closet.  This 
scheme,  which  was  fully  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
was  carried  out  in  1948,  and  19  of  the  “squatting”  families 
moved  from  the  W.A.A.F.  Site  into'  these  dwellings  on  1st 
December,  1948.  The  Ministry  of  Works,  on  the  families 
moving  out,  made  the  vacated  huts  on  the  W.A.A.F.  Site 
untenable  to  prevent  further  “ squatting.” 

Numerous  complaints  have  been  received  from  the  occu- 
pants of  the  19  Bungalows  on  Site  5,  concerning  dampness. 
This  has  been  thoroughly  investigated,  and  representatives 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health  have  also  visited  the  site. 

It  is  considered  that  the  main  causes  of  the  dampness  are: 

(a)  Condensation  on  the  out  wall,  due  to  the  walls  being  only 
4|''  thick  with  no  insulating  cavity; 

(b)  Penetrating  dampness,  due  to  the  roofs  being  defective 
(the  roof  being  a form  of  reinforced  plasterboard  covered 
with  tarred  felt). 

A scheme  has  been  submitted  to,  and  is  at  present  being 
considered  by,  the  Ministry  of  Health,  with  the  object  of 
eliminating  this  dam])ness.  The  cost  of  this  scheme  is  antici- 
pated to  be  in  the  region  of  £4,000,  which  includes  for  forming 
a cavity  wall  to  all  outside  walls,  com])lete  renewal  of  the 
roofs  with  corrugated  asbestos,  and  underdrawing  with  a 
suitable  form  of  plasterboard,  provisions  of  eaves,  gutters, 
rain  water  pipes  and  necessary  surface  water  drainage,  and 
the  erection  of  a separate  external  Wash  House  for  each 
bungalow. 
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There  are  still  remaining  on  the  W.A.A.F.  Site  21  families, 
and  the  provision  of  the  basic  sanitary  requirements,  i.e., 
water  supply  and  removal  of  refuse,  etc.,  is  contemplated, 
with  a view  to  preventing,  as  far  as  possible,  any  danger 
to  public  health ; the  work  being  carried  out  as  Agents  for 
the  Ministry. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  Council  has  a scavenging  scheme  embracing  the  whole 
of  the  District,  carried  out  by  its  own  staff,  and  the  work  is 
efficiently  performed. 

1675  houses  in  the  area  are  on  the  Water  Carriage  system, 
and  1300  (approx.)  are  provided  with  Pail  Closets. 

Conversions. — 8 Conversions  to  Water  Closets  were  ob- 
tained during  the  year : Barlby  2,  Fulford  6. 

A scheme  for  the  installation  of  adequate  sewage  works  in 
the  Parish  of  Elvington  is  under  consideration,  and  is  being 
submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

FOOD  SUPPLY. 

Milk. — There  are  132  Cowkeepers  in  the  district  and  6 
Retailers  of  Milk  who  are  not  cowkeepers. 

Number  of  Cowsheds  improved  in  1948 — 7. 

Pasteurised  Milk. — 9 samples  have  been  examined,  which 
all  satisfied  the  Phosphatase  and  Methylene  Blue  tests. 

Ice  Cream. — There  is  only  one  producer  in  the  district, 
whose  premises  are  frequently  inspected.  Frequent  examin- 
ation of  the  produce  have  been  made  and  have  proved 
uniformly  satisfactory. 

Meat. — Slaughter  Houses. — No  slaughtering  has  taken 
])lace  on  these  premises  other  than  that  of  cottagers’  pigs. 
Occasional  visits  have  shown  that  the  premises  are  being 
maintained  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

Meat  Inspection. — The  following  have  been  condemned 
during  the  year:  15-lbs.  Chocolates;  6d-lbs.  Canned  Mea't ; 
30-lbs.  Dried  Fruit;  23-lbs.  Fresh  Fruit;  1134-lbs.  Tomato 
Paste.
